TORPEDOES. 
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BUTLER'S BOOK.* 


BanJaMin F. Burier, of Massachusetts, seems to 
be a notable exception to the usual rule that men 
grow more mellow as they advance in years. Now 
that he has passed, by nearly four years, the allotted 
three score and ten he launches against his enemies, 
living and dead, a bulky volume of a thousand 
octavo pages. While he praises the hero of this 
personal narrative without reserve or mod- 
esty, he has little but evil to say of his fellow men, 
at least of those who, during his long career, have 
had the misfortune to come betwixt the wind and his 
nobility. He bas, in a volume mtended for personal 
vindication, presented the most conclusive proof of 
the justice of the criticisms upon him. Erasmus D. 
Keyes, who met him early in bis career as a soldier, 
says of Batler: ‘I saw plainly that he possessed 
phenomenal activity and persistence of brain- power, 
and that he considered bimseif fit to be the leader 
in all the pursuits, callings, professions and occu- 
nations of men whether he had studied them or not 
* * Atleast, he would have fame, in default of 
which he is content with notoriety at the expense 
of abuse or slander. Weighed in the balance, his 
virtues turn the side against his faults, one of 
which his accusers call obstinacy. I think it should 
be called perverseness which is locomotive obsti- 
nacy.” 

Gen. Keyes might well be excused for an even 
harsher judgment than this, if we are to accept as 
true what Butler says of his first encounter, at 
Annapolis im April, 1861, with Keyes, who was 
then a lieutenint-colonel on the staff of Gen. Scott. 
Oounting upon his own military training, Keyes 
undertook to dry-nurse Butler, who never at any 
time in his life sabmitted kindly to that process. 
Telling Butler that he would take command owing to 
his iuexperience, Keyes proceeded to issue General 
Orders Nos: 1, 2, 3 and 4, but be never got any 
further in that command. Ool. Schuyler Hamilton, 
who was present, told Butler not to obey these 
orders, and Scott, when be heard of the proceeding, 
said : 

What! Has Keyes been appointed Field Marshal ? 
l bave not beara of it. Why, nobody but a Field 
Marsbal could bave issued such orders as these, 
while [ am Lieutenant-General commanding tue 
United States armies. Tell Gen. Butler to order 
Field Marsnal Keyes to report to me forthwith, and 
i will take care of bim. 

Before he left, however, Keyes took occasion to 
give Burler some instructions, in the presence of 
Senator Wilson, concerning the proper qualifications 
for command, the interview ending thus amus- 
ingly : 

“At last, l said to him: Do you think of any other 
qualification beriie those you bave describea to me 
apd the Senator bere, which is necessary to Make a 
good cflicer of the Army?” * No,” said he, “1 don't 
think of anytbiug that | need to add.” 

* Well,” Laaid, “Colonel, | think there is one thin 
more tbat is Devessury Woich you bave not named, 
and which you evidently dont know anything 
about.” “Ab, General, what is tbat?” 

“Brains! Coi. Keyes, breiar! You baven’t an 
and you bave butbered me bere long epougb. 
have reported you to Gen. Scott, aad bere is your 
order to report to him forthwith, aod bere is a pass 
for you to go, and if you don’t go by the next train 
I wili sevd you uuder guard. Good mornuweg, sir.” 
And as long as Gen. Scott bad anything to do with 
the Army. Vol. <eyes was pot Ficid Mursnal * * ~“ 
**So, | was again out of the shadow of West Point.”’ 

The previous occultation by West Point occurred 
just before ani is thus described in an account of 
ao encounter with Ool. Lefferts of the 7th N. Y. 
Regt.: 

The trouble with Lefferis appeared to be that he 
had picked up somwewbere a man whe bad once been 
at West Point, to accompany and cosset him in bis 
commaud. Lrfferts never called upon me without 
him, and he ac times was somewhat officious, and 
not always too courteous. Butl pardoned that on 
account of the color of bis nose, and because I was 
not seeking difficulties. 

I then got ube acquiescence of Lefferts that 1 
shoula address his officers on parade grouad, at 
Gress parade, on the necessity of an immediate 
march for the relief of Wasniugton. 1 did so ad- 
dress them, and, | thought, got tncir assent; for, as 
I made my poinis they turped their eyes very stead- 
fastiy on Lefferts and bis dry nurse. Some time 
after parade bad been dismissed, Lefferts informed 
me tbat upon further consuitation, his officers de- 
clined to march. 

* ©ol. Le fferte,” said I, “ war is not varried on in 
this way. A commander doesn’t consult his regi- 
ment as to the propriety of obeying his orders; he 
must judge of what those orders should be. Now, 
by the Articles of War, 1am in command, as briga- 
dier-genera! of the Unitea States militia, called into 
service, and actually in service. 1 take the respon- 
sibility of giving you an order to march, and shail 
expect it to be opeyed.” 

Here Red Nose lighted up and said : 

* Gen. Butier, you don’t appear to be aware that 
a general of United States wilitia has no right to 
command New York State troops.” 

** No, sir,” eaid [, “‘l am not aware of that, and it 
is not the law. Have you got a copy of the Articles 
ot War io your pocket ?” 

“No, sir.” 

* Have you examined them?” 

** No, sir; but | was educated at West Point.”

That was the first time in carrying on war, that 
West Point had ever interfered to render my move- 
ments abortive, but not the last time by a great 
deal, as we shall see hereafter. [t stirred me then, 
as it alwavs has stirred me since. 

I turned to Lefferts and said: ‘What rank does 
this man bold in your command ?”’ 

* None at all.” 

“ Well, then, I have nothing to do with him.’’ And 
I asked Lefferts once again: “ Will you march?” I 
spoke with considerable emphasis, and added: “I 
hope you won't refuse to obey my order.” 

Then Red Nose said: * Well, what will you do if 
the colovel refuses to march?” 

“If be refuses to march, I certainly have this 
remedy: | wiil denounce him and bis regiment as fit 
only to march down Broadway in gala dress to be 
grinved at by milliners’ apprentices.”’ 

I then called an orderly and seat for Lieut.-Col. 
Hinocks, of the 8th Regiment, to report to me at 
once, itso happened that he was at the very door, 
and camein. I said: * Colonel Hincks [now Brevet 
Brig. Gen. KE. W. Hinke, U. 8. A., retired], take 
two companies of the 8th Regiment and marvh out 
two miles on the Elkton Railroad towards Wash- 
ington, and hold it against all comers until [ reic- 
force you, if necessary, and report to mein the 
morning. Col. Lefferts with his whole regiment is 
afraid to go, Colonel, but you will obey orders.’’ 
a Hincks bowed, and did obey orders in- 
8 * ‘ 

Red’ Nose then said: “Such language, as that, 
Genera), requires reparation among officers and 
gentlemen.” *Ob, well,’ said 1, * as far as Colonel 
Lefferts is concerned,I shall be entirely satisfied wiih 
him if he shows a disposition to fight anybody any- 
where; let him begin on me. But as for you, if you 
interrupt this conversation again, and if you do 
not leave the room instantly, 1 will direct my or- 
derly to take you out. Good afternoon, Colonel 
Lefferts. And that was the last communication that 
+ =e in person with Col. Lefferts, of the 7th New 

ork.” 

Concerning this yarn it may be well to note 
that General Butler is the heroof his own story, 
and that he has judiciously withheld this statement 
until the only two men who can contradict it are 
dead. His reference is undoubtedly to Samuel R. 
Ourtis, who was graduated from the Military 
Academy and resigned from the 7th Infantry 
in 1831, served during the Mexican war as 
colonel of the 2d Ohio Vols., and was after the epi- 
sode here narrated a colonel, brig. general, and 
major general of volunteers. This contemptible 
attack on an elder and a better soldier is worthy of 
its source. But then Butler, as would appear 
from his narrative, set out to quarrel with nearly 
everybody he encountered in his military career. 
No one was ever right except Butler, and his book 
recalls the story of the veteran’s son who, after 
listening to the hundredth recital of his father’s 
experiences in camp and field, said finally: 

‘Father, how did it happen that you could pot get 
any one to help you put down the wicked rebel- 
lion ?” 

Butler’s case was even sadder than this, for 
not only was he left to his unaided wisdom for dis 
comfiting rebellion, but he was from the first sub- 
jected to the opposition and the malign influence of 
aclass of men known as ‘‘ West Pointers,” who 
did not share his advantage of receiving mili- 
tary training in a lawyer’s office. We are led to 
infer from Butler’s Book that the chief cause of the 
continuance of the war for such a length of time 
was the serious mistake made by the Government 
in educating some of its officers at the military 
institutions on the Hudson. To the most obnox- 
ious of tbe West Pointers Butler applies the 
choice epithets of creature, liar, thief, and 
skunk. Even General Grant, for whom he pro- 
fesses some respect, he accuses of neglecting his 
daty as a military commander, when he was in front 
of Petersburg, to iuteriere with Gen. Butler asa 
supposed rival for the Presidential office. In 
short, the association of Butler with any man who 
had tbe misfortune to be an alumnus of the Military 
Academy produced much the same effect as the 
hquid blending of the contents of the two pa- 
pers comprising a seidlitz powder. 

In view of the fact that graduation at the Mili- 
tary Academy is such a serious drawback to one en- 
tering upon a military career, it seems like a spe- 
cial interposition of Providence that our hero should 
himself have narrowly escaped this malign fate. 
His mother soaght an appointment for him in his 
youth, but was dissuaded , oo worthy Baptist 
pastor, who urged that the Military Academy was 
not pious enough for this son of the Puritans. 


“ He said that I was a religiously inclined boy, and 
one well versed in religious priociples; and at West 
Point there was, he understood, a great deal of free- 
thinking among the or. if not among the 
teachers. He felt that if 1 went there my religious 
feelings and —— would be derided and scoffed 
ai, and that | ahould doubtless be converted into a 
free-thinker myself. He ought to have known that 
if [ had been sent to West Point and had my com- 
rades, or anybody else, derided, scoffed at, or be- 
littled the religion ot my mother, | shouid have 
fought for it, stood by it, and found argument to 
support my belief in it, and very possibly would 
have been one of the few religious gentlemen who 
i come from West Point, like Gen. O. O. How- 
ard. 

The attempt to realize Gen. Butler as an alumnus 
of the Military Academy is much too violent a 
shock to the ordinary imagination, and his 
transformation into a Havelock or a Howard 
would have deprived American public life of one 
of its most picturesque features. We like him much 


“After I bad ‘won my spurs’ at Annapolis and 
Baltimore, [ was, on the 16tb of May, 1861, appointed 
to the actual command of troops in the field. The 
appointment was criticized by a lieutenant of topo- 
gzrapbical engineers, who afterwards became a Gen- 
eral in the Army, but who, at that time. had never 
commanded acorporal’s guard, but only took pic- 
tures of the country. He said I bad no military ex- 
perience, never having been to West Point. He for- 
got that putting an animal into a stable does not 
make him a horse; that point being better deter- 
mined by the length of his ears.”’ 

This evidently refers to Gen. W. F. (Baldy) 
Smith, but his critic omits to recall the fact that 
among the makers of maps for this same corps of 
topographical engineers were Gens. George G. 
Meade and Joseph E. Johnston, W. H. Emory, 
John Pope and Thos. J. Wood, not to speak of 
others, After detailing at length his experiences 
with Gen. Smith, calling him in various forms of 
expression a liar, and flinging after him the emin- 
ently feminine epithet of ** creature.” Butler winds 
up the chapter with this final shriek of agoniaed 
wrath : 

“Does not Smith show himself to be, though of 
buman form, only an animal of the lowest class 
found nowhere but in America, the general name of 
the whole species being MEPHITIS AMERICANA?” 

Whatever may be thought of Gen. Smith, the 
odor in this case appears to come from the direc- 
tion of Gen. Butler, or Mr. Butler to return in kind 
the fine sarcasm with which he deals with another 
of his antipathies who *‘ bears a military title con- 
ferred by President Lincoln.” In concluding a 
chapter on the late Admiral Porter Gen. Butler 
says: 

‘“* | think a proper ending for this chapter, for the 
purpose of showing exactly how untruthfully and 
villainously Capt. David D. Porter behaved through 
this whole transaction of the capture and sur- 
render of the forts (at New Orleans) will be an ex- 
tract from my official report written to the Secre- 
tary of War on the Ist day of June, tke truth of no 
word of which for twenty-eight years was ever dis- 
puted, and then only by Porter in an interview in a 
newspaper, the authenticity of which he afterwards 
denied, and after [ had put it before him as a state- 
ment of fact he never replied to it.” 

General Halleck is dealt with after a similar 
fashion, and with less justice, stale stories of his 
transactions in California being revived after he 
is where he can no longer answer them. Rufus 
Ingalls also comes in for his share of abuse. 
Perbaps if General Butler had inquired of 
his staff officers, he might have learned what be- 
came of some of his forage he accuses the quarter- 
master of failing to furnish. In those days one of 
the common appendages to an army stable was a 
gentleman from the South whose previous klepto- 
mapiac education was found very serviceable in 
providing forage for the horses under his charge 
at the expense of others less favored. 

‘** Batler’s Book” is full of spiteful attacks char- 
acteristic of aman who makes it bis boast that he 
has never lost an opportunity to revenge himself 
upon those from whem he has received a real or 
fancied injury. ‘‘1 velieve I have one character- 
tic.” he says, in this connection, * and 

that is of paying my debts.” But then anybody 
can kick at adead lion, and it is only the ghouls 
and jackals who seek their prey underneath the 
tombstones. His narrative is so colored by passion 
and prejudice, and by pitiful displays of egotism,that 
it 1s impossible to accept its statements 
without confirmation. It is a book mare to sell, 
and the author is more anxious for the applause of 
the multitade than for the praise of the judicious. 
It is one of the worst possible specimens of that 
spirit of self assertion which is unfortunately too 
common in this country, and it 1s not strange that its 
author should have found himself out of sympathy 
with gentlemen of military education and training. 
The publishers have done their full part to make 
the volume as unacceptable as possible to anyone 
with refinement of taste. They have disfigured the 
early pages of the work by publishing announce- 
ments wholly out of place there, the pictures in 
the book are many of them poor reproductions 
after the cheapest methods, and some of the por- 
traits are wholly unlike the originals. 

With all his shortcomings, the author of ‘‘ But- 
ler’s Book” has done the state sufficient service to 
be content to display something of the modest re- 
serve of the Moor of Venice in recounting his ex- 
ploits— 

“*T have done the State some service, 

and chey know it! 
No more of that.” 


At least, he might have refrained from this futile 
attempt to build up his own reputation at the ex- 
pense of others— 


“*T hate the mun who builds his fame 
On ruins of another's name.”

PROMOTION FOR FIRST LIEULENANTS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


AN effort is being made to have the pres2nt ses- 
sion of Congress make promotion lineal for first 
lieutenants of the line at once. Under the law of 
Oct. 1, 1890, it would become so in cavalry and 1n- 
fantry in six or eight years. Why this great hurry? 
No one would claim that the Army would thereby 
obtain better captains. Possibly it is because a few 
first lieutenants, who have gained a good deal of 
rank by sheer good luck, would like to retain it by 
legislation. They are ahead in the game of regi- 
mental promotion, and so they think 1t a good time 
to stopthe game. Mr. Ovthwaite has /ately intro- 
duced by request a bill (H. R. 328) which, if passed, 
Would be but a tardy measure of justice. sut it 
probably has not the slightest chance of becoming 
law, for it seems to have no champion. 

The measure | have referred to above is Senate 
Bill No. 882, introduced by Senator Proctor, which 
would make promotion lineal for first lieutenants 
with their present relative rank in the several 
arms. I will illustrate by ® single example the 
working of Senate Bill No. 882 if it werelaw. No. 
205 on the list of first lisutenants of infantry 
(Register of 1891) has been a commissioned officer 
continuously for one and a half years longer than 
No. 36 on the same list, yet by this bill he would be 
junior to No. 36 by at least four or five years for the 
rest of his life. nder the present law he will re- 
rain a great part of the rank he has lost. 

The pres2nt law, though not ideal, is far better 
and more just than Senate Bilt 882. 

The last Congress considered this matter very 
thoroughly and gave us as fair a method of change 
to lineal promotion as the circumstances warranted 
usin expecting. Any other form of the law would 
have been fought by some as a sacrifice of their 
vested interests. Perhaps the present Congress 
will consider the matter as thoroughly and make 
no change not in the interest of justice. It is 
better to make no law than te make an upjust law, 
and Senate Bill! 832 is certainly unjust. J.

INFANTRY REORGANIZATION. 


To the Bdtter ef the Army and Navy Journal: 

In your seue of January 9, “ Twenty-four” has 
offered some reflections and suggestions upon the 
reorganization of the infantry which aretimely and 
in the right direction. Every one at al! acquainted 
witb the facts and necessities of the situation will 
readily admit that the infantry arm of the Service 
should bave the same organization that bas been 

iven to the cavairv and artillery. Why, then, bas 

t not been authorized by Congress? The question 

ia nota difficult one and may be answered as fol- 
lows, Viz.: Simply because all theschemes and plans 
offered to our last Congress for increasing the 
Army were made in the interest of individuals, for 
the purpose of gaining promotien, and were incon- 
sistent with well known facts. For example, while 
Congress was being asked to increase the infantry 
fifty companies and the artillery twenty-four, it 
was a well known fact that there wereseventy com- 
panies (fifty of infantry and twenty of cavalry) 
practically disbanded, mustered out of the Service, 
80 to speak, as being no longer needed. 

It must pot be supposed that the average Con- 
gressman is such an idiot as not to see that any plan 
offered by which the number of companies are to be 
increased, while there are vow seventy companies 
practically dishanded, is sim ply a devise to get pro- 
motion and made in the interest of individuals 
rather than for the good of the Service. No echeme 
will be, or ought to be, entertained by Coagress for 
additional companies to the Service when there are 
already so many captains and lieutenants in the 
Service anxious to be returned to the duty for 
which they were commissioned. 

In this connection let me add a suggestion to the 
line of thought proposed bv “ Twenty-four.” It is 
this: Why vot reduce the infantry regiments to 
twenty, each with its colonel, lieut.-colonel, three 
majors and twelve companies. This would call for 
two hundred and forty companies and promote 
thirty-five captains. The promotion of the majors 
would absorb all the supernumerary line officers; 
the five extra colonels could ha retired on full pay 
until such atime as they would be retired for age 
under existing laws; the supernumerary lieut.- 
colonels should be advanced one grade and retired. 
With this we would not only bave the desired three 
battalion organization for the infantry, but we 
would be done with the “make believe”’ business of 
“unmanned companies,”’ of which the country will 
800D grow tired. 

Let us, therefore, be done with scheming to get 
more companies added tothe Service when every 
Congressman with a spoonful of sense knows that 
there are now seventy companies in the Army 
whose only representatives are the two hundred 
nnd ten officers belonging to those “‘ paper organi- 
zations.” TWENTY. 


CONDITION OF OUR INFANTRY. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

WE are assured through the columns of the daily 
papers tbat the differences between this country 
and Chili bave been satisfactorily airanged, and 
that the threatened appeal to arms has been hap- 
pily averted. This is fortunate. doubtless, for the 
reputation of the Regular establishment. The de- 
pletion of its ranks by the discbarge of much of the 
very best material inthe Army, through the kind 
provisions of General Orders Nos. 80 and 81, of 1890. 
and the los3 of two entire companies ip each regi- 
ment of infantry, bas operated to place the infantry 
in rather bad shape for campaign work and battle 
service. It is probable that the majority of the men 
in the infantry companies whicb are full, or nearly 
ao, are recruits. If any of our Regular regiments 
bad been ordered for service iu Chili, the two skele- 
ton companies would doubtless bave been reorgan- 
ized, possibly by transfer from other regiments, burt 
more probably by enlistment. In the latter case the 
men of the two reorganized companies, and the 
majority of thore ip the other companies, would 
have been recruits. In any cage the greater propor- 
tion of the men would have been pew soidiers. 

Again, the war would havecaught us half way be- 
tween Upton’s Tactics and the new Drill Ragula- 
tions, with a liking for neither. lt would have 
found the infantry endeavoring to learn and apply 
an approved method of drill arranged for a three 
battalion formation while laboring under the dis- 
advantage of an obsolete organization, which ad- 
mits of neither one, two or three divisions, either 
for drillor battle. A more unfortunate condition 
altogetber for the reputation of our Regular infan- 
try could scarcely have been devised by the enemy, 
had they been entrusted with the work. It seems 
eviient that a remedy should be sought for and 
promptly applied. Would it not be well, possibly, 
to consolidate the enlisted force into such number 
of regiments as can be properly organized with 
three battalions each, and thereafter keep them in 
condition, so far at least as orgavization and nume- 
rical strength are concerned, to Meet any grave em- 
ergency that may unexpectedly overtake us in the 
future? A strong, effective regiment cannot be 
made in a day, while its services might be simply in- 
valuable if it wes found ready at the moment when 
such an organization was needed. Would not the 
skeletonizing of two or three regiments, iastead of 
two companies in each regiment, be vastiy better in 
the interest of economy and good service, and espe- 
cially better in view of the prempt and effec'ive 
response thus rendered pos:iblie? CBILI.

GEN. MILES AND HIS “BIKE” REGIMENT, 


SEVERAL weeks ago Gen. Miles borrowed a num- 
ber of bicycles from a Chicago firm and a bicycle 
corps bas been in process of organization at Fort 
Sheridan. Tbe fact was not known atthe War De- 
partment until a few days ago, when the muster 
rolls came in showing that an officer and several 
men were cCetailed to special duty in connectioao 
with the ** bicycle corps.” 

When these rolls were reveived the War Depart- 
ment authorities opened their eyes in astonishment. 
Then they satin council upon Gen. Miles and bis 
“bike regiment.”” Then they decided that sucha 
procetting was utterly without authority of law or 
regulation. Then they told Gen. Schofield—so a 
despatch of Jan. 29 eaye—to write Gen. Miles to that 
¢fiect.. The derpatch aleo rays that Gen. Schotield’s 
letter was rent inetenter, The despatch adda that 
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ef eourse Ger. Miles will immediately disband his 
“ bike corps.” 

But will he? 

“There ie no law, civil or military, religious or 
secular, that prevents a man thinking or experi- 
menting,” said Gen. Miles recently. “I certainly 
did suggest a detai! for bicycle practice, the ma- 
chines having been kindlv loaned by a firm in this 
city. That detail consisted of ten men and an officer. 
There was absolutely nothing for the men to do at 
Ft. Sberidan, and [ thought they might better put 
in their time this way than io doing nothing. It was 
good exercise and [| can say the experiment bas 
been satisfactory. Gen. Schofield wrote me in re- 
gard to the matter, but 1 do not care to discuss his 
letter. [ shall reply to itand if orders come to die- 
band the bicycle corps it will be done, but not until 
orders to that effect are issued. 

* There is a big barrack room at the fort and the 
men might have been turning handsprings there for 
all the work they had to do, and that would have 
been all right. There is no law which prevents their 
doing so. A number of the officers and men own 
bicycles of their own. Tbe bicycle bas been in use 
in the armies of the Old World for some time past 
and seems to be of great use for military purposes.”

DISORGANIZING a XS hated AND ARTIL- 
RY, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

THE “substitute” bill, agreed to by the Senate 
Military Committee, a copy of which appeared in 
the last JOURNAL, seems to embrace all the bad 
features of Senate bills 881 and 1038. The most o>- 
jectionable feature of the latter is the proviso 
authorizing the President (com nanding general) to 
reduce the number of compani-s ad libitum ia each 
regiment. This proviso is found in the * suodstitate”’ 
bill, tbe phraseology being changed. In the latter 
bill we find the proviso, “and may be organized 
into compasies and battalions comp sed of such 
pumber of officers and men as the President may 
direct,” in section 1 In section 2 the proviso is the 
same except that the word * wen”’ is left out; the 
inference being that in the Artillery the number of 
men 1 to be fixed and in the lofantry changeable 
at will. The above proviso can never bave a good 
result. Congress alone should have the power to 
change the pumber of companies, or menin each 
regiment or arm of service. Toe above proviso puts 
too much power in the bands of the War Depart 
ment; power that not only may be, but uadoub:edly 
will ba abused as time goes on, if it 's ever s.ranted. 
Why not fix the number of companies below waich 
a regiment cannot be reduced—why have a regi- 
mental organization at all if the proyiso mentioned 
is to become alaw? We have written this simply 
to call attention to a bad proviso in the bill to be 
reported to the Senate, and with the hope that by 
some means the Senate Military Committee may be 
induced to leave the proviso out. 

Further, the reduction of the infantry to twenty 
regiments would give us a good and complete or- 
ganization, with three majors to a regiment. The 
only officers left surplus by such a reduction would 
be five colonels and five leutenant-colonels easily 
provided for witbout in any way interfering 
with promotion. The Senate Military Committee 
has gone farther by providing an organization for 
the artillery which will leave 29 (?) first lieutenaaots 
supernumerary and which will stop promotion ia 
the lowed grades of that arm until the supernumer- 
ary officers are absorbed. 

Altogether it may be well to let us alone and to 
designate the “substitute” bill, “a bill to promote 
certain officers and to disorganize the artillery and 
infantry.” To conclude, we invite attention to the 
fact that the *“‘substitute”’ bill does vot provide for 
any regimental organizition at all exoept so far as 
the President may choose. Not even acompany will, 
ifit become a law, exist unless he sees Ht, and so 
far as we can s2e about one bundred men would be 

l the enlisted men * required by law” or now_in 
» fetes. is sueh a law desirable? * 6.

SEVERAL old guns, which once belonged te the 
British man-of-war Macedonian, and which have 
been for many years lying in the ordnance store- 
house at the Brooklyn, N. Y., Navy-yard, are to be 
mounted on gun carriages and placed in the park 
adjoining the Lyceum Building. 

A Court of Inquiry consisting of Commo. O. F. 
Stanton, Naval Constr. Wm. H. Varney, Civil Engr. 
U. 8. G. White and Lieut. N. R. Usher as judge 
advocate, has been appointed by the ye | of 
Navy to inquire into the condition of the new dry- 
dock at the League Island Navy-yard, and to fix 
the responsibility for the serious leak if found to 
exist as reported. 

Tue Secretary of the Navy has directed an inves- 
tigation of the charges made by Joseph A. Watson, 
Jr., lately an employee of the Mare Island Navy- 
yard, against Charles J. Phelps, of San: Francisco, 
the master of the shipsmiths of the Navy-yard. 
The investication will be made by Capt. Henry C. 
Cochrane, United States Marine Corps. Watson al- 
leges that Phelps required a financial consideration 
from men applying at the yards for employment. 

OrpERS were telegraphed, Feb. 9, to Lieut.- 
Comdr. Z. L. Tanner, of the Albatross, at San Fran- 
cisco, to get his vessel ready at once for making a 
new survey for a proposed cable between San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., and Hawaii. The new line will be run 
on the great circle, starting at or near Point Con- 
ception, Cal., to the Island of Hawaii. The experts 
of the Hydrographic Office, who have kept careful 
record of all the soundings made, expect a more 
level line on the great circle which it is now pro- 
posed to run. The work already done, they say, 
indicates the possibility of a line comparatively 
52 and at an average depth of about three 
miles. 

A DESPATCH from Buenos Ayres, Dec. 51, 1891, 
says: “The Diario’s despatches from Santiago, 
Chill, report that the Minister of Marine of Chili 
contemplates ordering at once the construction of 
a ——— armor clad, which shall be more formid- 
able in armor, speed and guns than the Capitan 
Prat, which is now finishing near Toulon at the 
works of the Forges et Chantiers de la Méditerran- 
née. This armor clad will be named El Congrese. 
Calculations have been made to determine the ad- 
visability of removing the turret of the Huascar, 
leaving her with an armor protection of 244 to 44 
inches. This change would increase her speed to 
that of the cruiser class for a comparatively short 
distance, as her coal capacity is limited. Prevalent 
opinion favors the scheme. The government os 
Chili contemplates sending the cruiser;Esmeralda 
to the United States as a representative of the 
Chilian Navy at the Columbian Expoasition."’ 

FRANCE does not propose to be distanced by her 
neighbors in the matter of armament. Mr. Barbey, 
says the Débats, is about to demand a credit for the 
present year of 8,000,000 francs for quick-firing guns, 
mounts and munitions. He wishes also a supple- 
mentary credit in 1893 of 8.000,000 for artillery, and 
12,000,000 more than in 1892 for new constructions. 
The German Admiralty propose to keep in commis- 
sion, during the year 1892-3, according to the plan 
laid down, 88 battleships, cruisers and torpedo- 
boats. There will be a cruiser squacron of four 
vessels, and a manceuvring fleet ae age of an 
evolutionary squadron of four battleships, a cruiser, 
corvette, a despatch vessel and a manceuvring 
squadron. The torpedo flotilla will have two divis- 
ions and twelve other torpedo-boats, with the des- 
patch vessel Blitz, and two divisional boats will 
form the nucleus of thereserve flotilla. The flotilla 
of coast-defence ships of the Wespe class will not 
be formed at present. 

A REVISION of the Navy Uniform Regulations is 
promised. The work is being done by the Naval 
Inspection Board, of which Rear-Admiral Kimber- 
ly 18 president. Nearly a year ago the Bureau of 
Navigation sent out a circular to officers re- 
questing any criticisms or modifications of 
the existing regulations they might desire to 
offer. A great many communications on the sub- 
ject have since been received. These have been re- 
ferred to the Inspection Board and are now being 
considered. One of the reasons assigned for getting 
out new uniform regulations at this time is the 
fact that the last edition has been exhausted, and it 
bas therefore been deemed advisable to make cer- 
tain needful changes before issuing a new supply. 
No radical changes in the existing regulations will 
be made. From the communication received and 
referred to the Board there seems to be a 
popular demand for a reauthorization of the old- 
fashioned cape which is so convenient for covering 
the uniform when the wearer is going to and from 
places of ceremony. There has been more or less 
complaint over the number of dress uniforms each 
officer 1s required to have, but we are told by a 
member of the Board that there will probably not 
be any change made in this direction, as those pre- 
scribed are no more than what is needed for service 
in foreign countries. The existing helmet for sum- 
mer wear is another object of complaint, there being 
a very general demand for the old-fashioned cap 
with the detachable white cover.

GENERAL FLAGLER, chief of ordaance of the 
Army, appeared before the Senate Committee on 
Sea Coast Defences on Tuesday last, and gave bis 
views upon the pending measure for the construc- 
tion of a gun foundry on the Pacific Coast, and 
upon ordnance matters generally. He heartily fa- 
vored the establishment on the Pacific slope of a 
gun factory, wbich he said could be built for $1 650,- 
000, or about $159,000 less than the plant erected at 
Watervliet. The Watervliet factory when com- 
pleted and properly equipped could turn out ab out 
45 guns a year from eight tos'xteen inches in cali- 
bre, and with the present facilities it would take 
until 1905 to complete the guns and mortars recom- 
mended in the Fortification Board’s report. To de- 
fend the three principal ports, San Diego. San 
Francisco and the mouth of the Columbia River, 
would require 135 of the new steel guns and 160 of 
new steel mortars. It would not be feasible to ship 
‘such guns across the country. The question of the 
construction of a 16-inch experimental gun was dis- 
cussed, and the proposition favored by Gen. Fiag- 
ler, but in view of the great cost—about $120,000, 
Gen. Flagler stated—the committee is not disposed 
to recommend the construction of a gun of this 
calibre at the present time.

THE OVERMAN COURT MARTIAL. 


On Feb. 6. the defevce admitted that Major Over- 
man had received $23150 from the firm of Carkin, 
Stickney and Crane, of Saginaw, and had failed to 
account to the Government for it. It was als> ad- 
mitted that the Major had received the sums said 
to bave beer received by him in Specifivations 2, 3, 
and 4 of the first charge, and that he had wholl 
failed to account therefor; but the fact that su 
retention of funds was unlawful, or that the 
money was intended for the military Service, was 
denied. Theitems of these specifications were $25, 
paid by the 8S. B. Hartznan Manufacturing Com- 
panv for replacing piles in Sandusky Harbor; 
$94 18. paid by Capt. Mack for repairs to the Cleve- 
aes Break water, and $2255, paid by Mitchell and 

mpany. 

Mr. Martin, of the Third Anditor's office, testified 
in regard to Specification 1 of the second charge— 
that of Major Overman buying for his own use 
a lot of pearl-handied knives from the George 
Wortbington Company, and charging them to the 
Government as leg screws. Mr. Martin produced 
the voucher signed by that company. It was for 
360 s-rews at 5 cents each, and 9 pounds of washers 
at 3 cents, a total of $18 27. 

Mr. Martin then produced the vouchers relating 
to Specification 6 of charge 1, in which the Major 
is accused of buying cambric from Lanson Brothers 
of Toledo, for $2.60 and charging it to the Goverr- 
ment as $22.60 the item in the voucher belag for ta⸗ 
services of a machinist. 

Henry Rossiter, clerk in Major Overman’s office, 
testified that certain vouchers were partly made out 
by him according to orders, and partly by Major 
Overman. The receipts were in Major Overman’s 
handwritiag. (ne bill was for only $2.60. 

Upon cross-examination, he said be had ignored 

Major Ovrerman’s order, after the charges and sus- 
pension, to report to him at Washingtoo with his 
duplicate vouchers. 
Tnen the defence drew out that Mr. Rossiter had 
left the *8 of the Domestic Sewing Machine 
Company, in Chicago, in 1886, a heavy defaulter. 
He, :the cashier, and the bookkeeper of the com- 
pany’s Chicago office sank $20,000 of their money in 
wheat speculation. 

The prosecution then closed. 

Col. Gardiner moved to sq1ash some of the speci- 
fications, on the ground thac the money alleged to 
have been misippropriated was intended for river 
and barbor purposes and not for the use of the 
Military Service. ~ The court overruled the motion. 
On Wednesday, Major Overman was subjected to 
a searching cross-examination by Captain Myrick, 
Judge Advocate. Major Overman edmitted that 
he had written the letters demanding moneys from 
contractors, but that no record of such letters hav- 
ing been sent appeared in bis office. He said his 
private letter book would show copies of the letters, 
but that book could not be found, having been lost 
or destroyed by his successor. 

The trial closed on Thursday, Judge Sanderson

COMMERCIAL ENGLAND. 


OF the five million lives and fifteen thousand 
millions of treasure expended by civilized nations 
upon war during the past century, no small part is 
chargeable to the extension of commerce and the 
resulting conflict of national interests. This 1s a 
fact to be remembered when we consider our 
possible future relations to foreign governments. 
The United States has reached a position where it is 
n> longer sufficient unto itself. The pressure of 
commercial and manufacturing interests is every 
day bringing us more and more into rivalry with 
the great nations that contest with us for the 
markets of the world, and especially for those of 
the American continent. Tariffs favoring Ameri- 
can producers at the expense of foreign rivals, and 
the policy of reciprocity, seeking to beguile from 
others the trade which they have spent years in 
acquiring, are elementsof danger to peaceful rela- 
tions that are not to be overlooked._ Familiarity 
with the countries to the south of us will satisfy 
any unprejudiced observer that we cannot obtain 
without a struggle the commercial supremacy we 
seek in that quarter, and a (struggle that will 
eventually necessitate an entire change in our 
policy of indifference to foreign relaticns. The 
feeling of commercial England;,towstd us bas been 
shown in the attitude of thefBritish press on the 
subject of the Chilian imbroglio.f A philosophical 
observer like Prof. Goldwin Smith, and an inde- 
pendent and friendly literary pericdical like the 
London “Spectator,” may do us justice, but unfor- 
tunately they do not represent ‘the contrelling in- 
fluences in England which are commercial rather 
than philosophical or literary. 

It is commerce that controls the diplomacy of 
Great Britain, and experience in South America in- 
dicates,that the diplomatic representatives of that 
country are all working on the same line; that there 
is concerted action on their part,*and that their aim 
is to shut out the United States as far as possible 
from any intercourse with its ‘neighbors, either 
commercial or social. 

Whether English statesmen have anticipated our 
reciprocity schemes or not, it is certain that they 
have done ail in their power to render futile our efforts 
to bring ourselves into more intimate relations with 
the South American republics, That their designs 
have in many cases succeeded is due to the want of an 
intelligent policy at Washington and to the selection 
as our diplomatic representatives of men utterly un- 
equal in brain power and experience to the foreign 
diplomats with whom they have had to con- 
tend. It is to the adoption of a new policy that our 
difficulty with Chili may be in part ascribed, and we 
must accept the consequences of that policy, unless 
we are prepared toabandon it at the dictation of 
foreign critics and their representatives in Amer- 
ica. Now that reciprocity has become an estab- 
lished fact, it is wise to consider its results upon 
our relations to the European Governments having 
business relations with Spanish America. Hereto- 
fore our trade with the Southern countries has 
never, been of sufficient magnitude to support more 
than,two or three steamers a month; the bulk of 
the business has been done by England, with Ger- 
many, France and Italy struggling neck and neck 
close, behind. 

If by treaty inducements, which we practically 
deny to European States, we can increase our South- 
ern trade, every bill of goods to our credit must 
certainly be deducted from the European account, 
and the question naturally arises, will the Euro- 
peans sit quietly by and accept our control of this 
trade ? 

It requires no profound study of history to an- 
swer that question. It is useless to rely upon rea} 
or imagined national sympathies when the pocyet 
book is concerned. Is not the spectacle of individ- 
uals of the same family arrayed against each other 
before the surrogate a common one, and are the 
ties of national consanguinity any more restraining 
than those of the family ? For answer read the his- 
tory of the United States during the bloody years 
from 1861-65 ! 

And to what extent do the ties that bind us to 
England affect the great mass of people? We may 
have forgotten 1776 and 1812, but there is danger 
in forgetfulness when we erase from our memory 





her more recent efforts to destroy our eommerce 
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and the fact that nearly all of the bullets that de- 
pleted our ranks in the rebellion were cast in Eng- 
lish factories at Birmingham. Nor can we readily 
forget the tone of the English press during the 
late Chilian controversy. This country is not con- 
trolled by Anglo-maniac:, and the gentlemen who 
turn up their trousers when it rains in London are 
not in a majority even in the foreign city of New 

York. The quick response from all quarters to a 

vigorous editorial in the New York Sun on the Brit- 

ish attitude toward us in the Chiltan matter is an 
indication of public sentiment. 

That newspapers representing a country which 
is the bully par excellence of smaller and weaker 
nations should berate us because we object to hav- 
ing our gallant tars murdered in cold blood is simply 
greterque. Let us quote from the Englishman, 
Goldwin Smith, on this point: ‘‘The weakness of 
an offending power may be areason for long suffer 
ing and forbearance on the part of the strong, but 
it eannot be deemed an unlimited license to break 
the law, otherwise the world would be at the mercy 
of wevk powers. Did Englané hesitate the other 
day to enforce the law against Portugal? Do not 
some of us remember the time when to collect dam- 
ages alleged to be due from Greece to a pretended 
British subject British men-of-war were lying with 
their broadsides turned against the Pirzeus? Had 
not firmness been shown at the right time Chili 
might have been betrayed into a position which 
would have led to trouble indeed. No needless 
humiliation has been inflicted on Chili; nothing has 
been exacted from her but that reeognition of pub- 
lic right which, not the will of the American Gov- 
ernment or people, but the law of uations required.” 

The snappish British criticisms of a contrary 
tenor have given a true test of Anglo affection for 
us, and in this sense we may welcome the pharisaical 
display of unfairness. It has shown us that com. 
mercial England is aot merely politely cynical but 
vulgarly mad over the progress of our country, and 
daily seeks to stab reciprocal treaties by flooding 
South America witn London opinions on the brutal- 
ity of the United States in demanding reparation 
from a weaker nation, on terms far less exacting 
than those England has accustomed us to. 

If Great Britain can work herself into such a 
fury over a matter with which she has no concern 
and which in any event could not cost her a dollar, 
how much greater will be her rage when she finds 
the bulk of the South American trade turning to 
our ports ? 

When this result follows reciprocity, she may not 
confine herself to press comments, but may take 
more active measures, and this is the time that we, 
with our eyes open to her true sentiments toward 
us, should prepare ourselves to hold, by force of 
arms if necessary, what years of diplomacy and 
patience have secured. 

It 1s hardly to be presumed that the English 
attempt to manufacture sentiment against usin 
South America will suceeed, when her own arro- 
gance in the boundary dispute with Venezuela is 
recalled, and the fact that French intervention 
in Mexico caused a union of Soath American States, 
at Lima, on January 23, 1865, which had for its 
object nothing less than the prevention of European 
intermeddling with American affairs. The Govern- 
ment of Chili was a party to this treaty and her 
commissioner was Manuel Montt, of the same name 
as the chief magistrate of that country, whom our 
greatest commercial enemy is now endeavoring to 
incite against us. 

The whole question may be briefly summed up: 
If South American trade is worth striving for its 
results are worth preserving, and if we as a nation 
propose to secure it we must be prepared to hold it. 
If we do not strengthen ourselves for every emer- 
gency, or if we are inconsistent or wavering in our 
plans, we may rest assured that England will ever 
be at hand to take advantage of our weakness or 
our mistakes, and we shall find ourselves again 
second to a European on our own continent. 

It may be safely said that the great mass of our 
people regard the cultivation of reciprocal trade 
relations with the South with favor, but the serious 
results to England if we suceved are not generally 
appreciated. Five years ago our hardware was 
pushing similar manufactures from England, out of 

the market in Central ‘Americ, much to the an- 


noyance of English agencies. American cotton 
cloths were supplanting similar fabrics from 
Europe, and New England trademarks were seen on 
every counter. In addition to this American capital 
pushed railways from the coast, and many coloniza- 
tion schemes were honestly proposed. 

It might be presumed, that with such proof of our 
friendship for Spanish America, the different 
republics would have hastened to reciprocate 
by at least a show of friendship. That they did not 
do so is well known at the State Department and 
duly appreciated by every observing American who 
has lived in those countries. While we were in- 
vesting and pushing our trade, European represen- 
tatives were warning the different semi-Latin gov- 
ernments against us, and the effect of this was 
shown in the common talk that the United States 
in a few years might wish to establish a protectorate 
over the countries between the Rio Grande and 
Cape Horn. The Spanish-American is naturally 
suspicious, and the insinuations of the wily diplo- 
mats found fertile soil in his imagination. The 
hostile ideas generated and were imbibed by the com- 
mon people, to fiud expression in such occur. 
rences as the Valparaiso massacre, and upon Eng- 
land more than upon Chili, should rest the moral 
responsibility for that brutal and cowardly attack 
upon men wearing the uniform of the United 
States. 

No sooner was it seen that our demand for repar- 
ation was made in earnest, than it was intimated 
by cable that Chili might request England to arbi- 
trate between us. The source of that suggestion 
may be imagined when we remember England’s im- 
pertinent suggestion that she be invited to arbitrate 
between our Government and the Confederacy when 
its cause became hopeless. We can judge of the 
future only by the past, and if we propose to wrest 
the commercial supremacy of this continent from 
England we should be prepared to resist any at- 
tempt to rob us of its fruits. If we are in earn- 
est our coast from Maipe to Mexico, and from 
British Columbia to Lower California should be 
suitably protected, and our growing commeree 
should know that our flag is flying from many 
mastheads of the finest cruisers ufloat, 








LINEAL PROMOTION FOR LIEUTENANTS. 


THE proposition to apply the system of lineal 
promotion to the lieutenants of the line of the Army 
has received favorable action at the hands of the 
two Military Committees, and inasmuch as the 
measure does not involve any increase in expendi- 
tures, there is a good prospect, in view of the early 
action by the committees, of its passage during the 
present session of Congress. There is a very wide 
difference, however, between the measures reported 
by the two committees, and the attempt to adjust 
the differences may occasion some discussion, and, 
therefore, prolong final action. Both measures re- 
peal Section 1 of the Act of Oct. 1, 1890, which 
exempts first lieutenants from the lineal system of 
promotion, but the House bill does not stop there. 
It proposes another law for lineal promotion which, 
if passed, would have the effect of shutting out the 
volunteers from the benefits of Section 1219, R. S. 
In other words, seniority is made to date ‘* accord- 
ing to original entry into the Regular Service,” as 
will be seen from the following text of the bill 
reported : 

H. R. 828, That from and after the passage of this act all 
romotions in the severa! lines of artillery, cavalry, and in- 
antry of the Army up to the grade of colonel shall be by 
seniority in the next lower grade according to orizinal entry 
into the Regular as a comm officer: Pro- 
That no officer who has lost rank by the operations of 
a sentence of a court-martial or of an examining board shall 
by virtue of this act regain any rank so lost: And ided 
. That any officer who has been reinsta in the 

Army by act of with original status of rank shall, 
for the purposes of this act only, be deemed to bave been 
continuously in the Service. 

.2. That so much of Section lof an act dated Oct. 1, 
1890, entitled “An act to provide for the examination of ce:- 
tain officers of the Army, and to late promotions there- 
in,”’ as is contained in the proviso of the said section is here- 
by repealed. 
The Senate bill (No. 882) seeks to accomplish the 
desired end by simply repealing the provision in 
the act of 1890, which exempted ist lieutenants 
from its provisions. The text of the Senate bill is 
the same as section 2 of the House bill above 
quoted. In reporting the Senate bill the Senate 
Military Committees adopt the views of Mr. Proc- 


tor in his last annual report, and of Secretary El- 





kins, ina communication recently sent to the com- 
mittee. In this lettet Mr. Elkins says: ‘Lineal 


promotion throughout each branch of the Service 
has always been considered desirable, and has 
always existed excepting as regards ist and 2d liew- 
tenants of the line, who prior to Oct. 1, 1890, were 
promoted regimentally. Tne consequences viewe@ 
from a military standpoint have been lamentable 
in the extreme, as by this means everything but 
chance was sedulously excluded from consideratiom 
in the promotion of this class of officers. 

As against ail the obvious advantages of,the pro— 
posed legislation, the only substantial objection 
that can be urged is a personal interest of a very 
small number of individuals who would lose the 
advantages of a valuable regimental position which, 
however, in many instances has been obtained 
without any individual effort or length of service.” 
In further support of the bill, the committee- 
submit as a part of its report (which we give else~ 
where) petitions signed by a majority of tst lieu- 
tenants in the Army, and numerous papers sub-- 
mitted by individuals, showing the effect of the 
existing system and the advautage to be gained by 
applying the law to all classes. Only a few have 
petitioned against the change. Letters were laid 
before the committee this week from Lieut. O. W. 
Hobbs, 8d Art., and L. D. Green, 7th Inf., complain< 
ing that an injustice will be done to the older ist. 
lieutenants who served during the rebellion. 








SEVERAL important decisions are announced by 
the War Department in this month’s circular which 
will be issued from the A. G. O. in a few days. 
Among them isa ruling to the effect that com- 
manding generals, although they may continue 
to discharge the important functions of 
their command while beyond its territorial 
limits, should not absent themselves with-- 
out authority from the War Department.. 
concerning channels of correspondence betweem 
chiefs of staff corps in Washington and officers of* 
their departments performing duty under a depart- 
nent or other commander, it has been decided that 
all orders and instructions after having received the 
approval of the Secretary of War shall be transmit~ 
ted through headquarters of the Army. 





THE Secretary of War has transmitted to the 
Senate the petitions of a number of lieutenants of 
the line in the Army praying for legislation which 
will secure the readjustment of the relative rank of 
first lieutenants so as to give precedence to those 
who have had the longest continuous service as: 
commissioned officers, excepting only those who 
have forfeited relative rank by a sentence of Court- 
martial or by voluntary transfer, and giving to such: 
oXicers relative rank in accordance with their sen- 
tences or the conditions of their transfers. They 
ask for the application to first lieutenants of the 
system of lineal promotion (now existing in all other- 
regimental grades. 








THE Navy are rejoicing in the prospect of some: 
early promotions in that branch of the Service. 
Just at present the promotions to follow the 
death of Capt. Bradford and the retirement of 
Commander Kellogg are blocked by reason of the 
delay in the settlement of the cases of Commanders 
Book and Smith. There is a possibility, and, im 
case of the latter, a strong probability that whem 
these cases are disposed of they will open the way 
for promotions that are not contingent upon the 
vacancies already existing. The retirements of 
Rear Admiral Kimberly April 2, Commodore W. P. 
McCann May 4, and of Capt. A. P. Cooke May 25, 
under the forty year service law, will still further 
add to the flow. Nearly all the officers concerned 
have already been examined in anticipation of the- 
present and prospective vacancies. The examina-. 
tions of Ensigns Soowden and Hogg were com- 
pleted this week. Ensign R. P. Schwerin an® 
Lieut.-Commander Thomas Perry will be examined! 
next week, The case of Commander Smith will. be- 
disposed of at an early date now that Rear. Admiral 
Belknap has returned to the United States. Cer- 
tain testimony is desired from him before the- 
board takes final action. It can be safely predicted, 
however, that the board findings will be adverse to- 
his promotion. The case of Commander Book is. 
still hung up awaiting certain papers from C.m-—

Places as sorters and postmen 
on the permanent establishment in London will not 
be open to the men, the places offered being those 
of rural and provincial town postmen and auxiliary 
postmen in London, the latter preferentially to 
men of longest service with the colors.”

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RECENT DEATHS. 

REAR ADMTRAL ANDREW Bryson, U. S. Navy, re- 
tired, who died Feb. 7 at Washington, D. C., was 
born in New York City on July 22, 1822; entered the 
Navy in 1837 as midshipman, and attained the grade 
of rear admiral in 1880. During his long and stir- 
ring career be rendered important and distinguished 
service and during the War of the Rebellion was ac- 
tively employed. He was present, as commander of 
the ironclad Lehigh, at the reduction of Fort Macon 
and in all the principal engagements off Charleston 
from Sept. 22, 1863, to April 5, 1864. He was wounded 
by ashell off Charleston. He was retired Jan. 30, 
1883, having just previous to that been in command 
of the Sotith Atlantic Squadron. 

He was a man of the strictest honor and integrity, 
inheriting from a long line of ancestors striking 
qualities of heart and mind and great ability. He 
was a New Yorker born and bred, being the son of 
the late David Bryson, who in his day was prouii- 
nent in all the affairs of New York City. He leaves 
a widow, two daughters and a son, besides a sincere 
circle of friends to mourn his death. His son, Mr 
Andrew Bryson, Jr., who was with his father when 
the end came, is a civil engineer, with his headquar- 
ters 1n New York, and his elder daughter is the wife 
of Medical Director Taylor, U.S. N. 

CAPTAIN Henry J. HAyNswortnu, U.S. A., who 
was but recently retired from activeservice, died of 
heart disease while walking on Delaware avenue, 
Buffalo, N. Y., with his wife, on Feb. 4. He was ap- 
pointed captain and assistant quartermaster, U. 8. 
Army, from civil life by President Arthur, whose 
sister he married. 

THE Rev. Charles March Pyne, who died at Eliz- 
abeth, N. J., Feb. 4, went to the warin 1861 as cor- 
poral of District of Columbia Infantry, and in Au- 
gust of that year was appointed 2d lieutenant, 6th 
U. 8S. inf. A wound at the second battle of Bull Run 
caused the loss of his right leg and he was taken 
prisoner but afterwards exchanged. In 1866 he was 
appointed captain, 42d Infantry, and was retired in 
1870. He received the brevets of Ist lieutenant and 
captain for his gallantry at the second Bull Run. 
After retirement he entered the ministry and was 
for a number of yearsin the editorial department 
of the Churchman, and was assistant rector at St, 
John’s Chureb, Washington, D. C., up to a few 
months ago, when ill-health compelled bis retire. 
ment. He leaves a wife and two children. The 
funeral took place on Sunday and was largely at- 
tended by members of the Loyal Legion and the 
G. A. R. 


GrorGE E. CABANIS, who served as a captain in 
the wines Hawk war in 1832, died Feb._8, at George- 
town, Ill. 


Mrs. GoopLoE, mother of Capt. A. H. Goodloe, 
U.S. A., retired, died Jan. 23 at Waco, Ky. Capt. 
Goodloe is at present, we believe, abroad. 


Mrs. WEIR, wife of J. Alden Weir and daughter 
ot the late Col. Chas. T. Baker, formerly of the U. 
S. Army, died Feb. 8 at her residence, 11 East 
Twelfth street, New York city. 


JoHN CHRISTOPHER O’CONNOR, whe died Feb. 9 at 
Milford, Conn., aged 81, served many years ago in 
the U. 8. Navy, but left it to engagein commercial 
pursuits in which he was very successful, 


THE death is anrounced in Philadelphia of Capt. 
Samuel Hildeburn, formerly of the 3d U.S. Cav., 
who was mustered out in 1871. He was a gallant 
officer and received a brevet for his conduct at 
Tuscumbia, Ala., in November, 1863, 


Dr. RoBERT WILLARD, a prominent physician of 
Boston, Mass., who died Feb. 6, was appointed an 
acting assistant surgeon, U.S. Navy, May 6, 1863; 
was promoted an assistant surgeon May 1, 1864, and 
resigned May 31, 1865. 


A St. Louis despatch says: “Col. George C. 
Minor died suddenly at the Laclede Hotel, Feb- 
ruary. He was well known as a soldier, having 
served both in the Mexican and civil wars. [It was 
he who drew up the articles of agreement between 
the United States and Mexico at the ending of the 
war—the treaty of Guadalupe. He was then on 
Gen. Scott’s staff, spoke French and Spanish fluently 
and acted as interpreter for Gen. Scott during the 
entire war and while the peace negotiations were 
in progress.” 


ProressoR WiLisAM Guy PEcK, of Columbia 
College, New York city. who died suddenly at his 
home at Greenwich, Conn., Feb. 7, entered the 
Military Academy in 1840, was graduated in 1844 
and promoted to the Topographical Engineers. He 
seryed under Gen. Fremont in his third expedition 
through the Rocky Mountains, and during the 
Mexican war with the Army of the West under 
Gen. Kearny. From 1847 to 1855 he was on duty at 
the Military Academy as assistant professor of 
mathematics and resigned Oct. 2, 1855. After that 
he filled many bigh professional positions in civil 
life, and in 1857 was elected Adjunct Professor ot 
Pure Mathematics in Columbia College and in 1859 
was promoted to the full professorship. He also 
filled the Chairs of Mechanics and Astronomy inthe 
same institution, having classes in both the School 
of Arts and the School of Mines. He received the 
degrees of A. M. and LL. D. from Trinity Coll 
Hartford. and that of Ph. D. from Columbia. e 
served as a member of the Board of Visitors to the 
Miii Academy in 1868.

* The Elements of Mechanics,”’ in 1860, an edition 





of Ganot’s “ Physics,” and was joint editor with 
Charles Davies of the Mathematical Dictionary and 
Cyvlopedia of Mathematical Science. He wrote 
several other text books in mathematics. He 
leaves a widow and several children. 

Mr. Francis Jouxsrox METCALFE, son of Dr. 
John C. Metcalfe, of New York City, and brother 
of Capt. Henry Metcalfe, Ordnance Department, 
U.S. A., died at Florence, Italy, Feb. 7. 

GENERAL Henry A. BARNUM, as gallant a soldier 
as ever drew a sword, died at his residence in New 
York city Jan. 29, after a short illness. He went to 
the front in 1861 with the 12th New York regiment, 
and in 1865 was appointed Brigadier-General of 
Volunteers and received the brevet of Maj.-General. 
At the battle of Malvern Gill, July 1, 1862, then a 
captain, he was shot through the body and left for 
dead on the field. He was captured by the rebels 
and incarcerated in Libby Prison, but was soon ex 
changed. He was shot through the sword arm at 
Lookout Mountain in the famous “ Battle Above 
the Clouds,” and was again wounded by the frag- 
ment of a shell at the battle of Atlanta. 
His body wound received at Malvern Hill never 
healed, and he wore a rubber tube through the 
track of the ball. He is believed to have been the 
only man who has lived with such a wound. 

By act of Congress passed about two years ago 
Gen. Barnum wasawarded a gold medal for braver 
during the war. He was twice married, and ha 
tbree sons, Morgan K. Barnum, Malvern Hill Bar- 
num, lieutenant 3d U. 8. Cav., and Ray Reynolds 
Barnum. The funeral was a military one, and was 
attepded by many companions of the Loyal! Legion 
and comrades of the G. A. R. Col. Langdon sent 
the band of the Ist U. S. Art., and there were man 
other demonstrations of affection for this loya 
and gallant soldier, and representative of our vol- 
unteer armies during the civil war.

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FIFTY-SECOND CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


The bill fer the transfer of the Revenue Cutter 
Service from the Treasury to the Navy Department 
was the subject of discussion by the Senate Naval 
Committee again on Wednesday last. Arguments 
in support of the measure were presented by the 
attorney for the Revenue Marine officers, particular 
stress being laid on the advantages to naval offi- 
cers from experience gained in coast navigation. 
Having heard arguments from both sides, the com- 
mittee will probably take final action at the next 
regular meeting. A favorable report is antici- 
pated, though it is probable that some amendment 
will be made, and there is also a possibility of a 
dissenting report being submitted by a minority. 

Senate bill 136, authorizing the presentation of 
badges to officers and men ofthe Greely Relief 
Expedition has been reported favorably by the 
Senate Naval Committee, with amendments fixing 
the amount to be expended forthe purpose at 
$1,000. 

A bill for the restoration and retirement of 
Thomas H. Oarpenter, late captain 17th Infantry, 
has been favorably reported by the House Military 
Committee. The same committee has reported ad- 
versely tbe bill for the restoration and retirement 
of Chaplain C. M. Bleke. 

The Senate Military Committee at its session on 
Thursday acopted favorable reports on 8. 882 to 
repeal sec. 1, Act of Oct., 1890, exempting first lieu- 
tenants from the provision providing for lhneal 
promotion ; S. 1496 to restore and retire Gen. N. 
J. T. Dana, late assistant-quartermaster U.S. A.; 
also the nominations of Lieuts. Wainwright and 
By ran. 

The Army Appropriation Bill is still under con- 
sideration by the Sub-Committee of the House 
Military Committee. Surgeon Gen. Sutherland 
and PaymasterGen. Smith were before them 
during the present week and explained the esti- 
mates for the respective bureaus, The other 
bureau chiefs have been requested to appear. 

The Sub-Committee of the House Naval Commit- 
tee in charge of the bill to increase the efficiency of 
the Engineer Corps has been giving bearings to 
officers of the Engineer Bureau in favor of that 
measure during the present week. They will 
probably report it to the full committee ou Tuesday 
next. 

Commodores Ramsay and Dewey and Major 
Goodloe, M. C., were before the House Naval Com- 
mittee this week to explain the estimates of appro- 
priations required for their respective branches. 
Permission has been granted for the committee to 
sit during the sessions of the House in order that 
other bureau chiefs may be heard and consideration 
of the Naval Appropriation Bill_completed without 
unnecessary delav. 

The House on Thursday went into Comwittee of 
the Whole on the Military Academy Bill. On mo 
tion of Mr. Kobertson, of Louisiana, an amendment 
was adopted reducing from $1,200 to $100 the ap- 
propriation for improving the post cemetery, and 
another striking out the paragraph appropriating 
$50,000 for enlarging the gas plant and substitut- 
ing therefor an appropriation of $9,540 for an elec- 
tric light plant for lighting cadet barracks. Mr. 
Wheeler, of Alabama, moved to strike out the 
clause appropriating $15,000 for improving the 
subsoil and surface drainage of the barracks for 
enlisted men. Without action tbe House adjourned. 

The record of bills passed by either House of Cor- 
gress thus far, as faras the Services are concerned, 
is avery shortone. None have pzssed the House. 
The Senate bas parsed the following: 

8. 386. Authorizing the disposal of Forts Hartsuff, 
Sheridan ana McPherson, Neb., to actual settlers, 
under the provisions of the Homestead Laws, and 
8. 1104, appropriating $225,000 for the construction of 
two revenue cutters for service on the Pacific Coast. 

We bave not thought it worth while to publish the 
numerous bills providirg increase of pensions for 
the widows of Army officers, as we learn that the 
Pension Committees of both Houses propose to 
pigeon-bole all such bills. A few of them may pos- 
sibly pase, but the sentiment of the membersot both 
committees is decidedly against legislation of this 
nature. 

The House (‘ommittee on Military Affairs since last 
report bas taken favorable action on the following 
measures: H. R. 972, for relief of Col. Daniel Mc- 
Olure; H. R. 297, for erection of a monument to the 
memory of vivtins of the prison ships at Ft. Greene, 
N. Y.; 704, to restore and retire Capt. Wm. A.Wind- 
er; 462, to establish a military post on the line of 
Burlington snd Highgate RK. R., Vi; H. R. 3867, to 
amend Sec, 4829, R. 8., to read as follows: 

Sec. 4929. The officers of the National Home sball consist 
ol a goverpor, a deputy governor, a secretary, a treasurer, 
and such other officers asthe managers may deem neces- 
sary. They sball be appointed trom honorably uiscbarged 
soldiers who served as mentioned in the following section; 
and they may be appointed and removed, from time to 
time, as the interests of the institution may require, ey the 
Board of Managers. 

The bill for the construction of a naval drydocs 
at Algiers, La., was the only measure acted upon by 
the House Naval Committee this week. Lt was fay- 
orably reported. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs, to 
whom wasreferred the billa(H. R 3605 and H. R. 
328) concerning lineal promotion of officersin the 
several lines of the Army, recommend that bill H. 
RK. 3605 lie upon tbe table, because it is substantially 
the same as one of the amendment to bill H. R. 328, 
the passage of which is recommended. That the ti- 
tle be amended by addiny the words, “of the Army.” 
They recommend that the same words be inserted 
alter the word ipfavtry in the fourth line, and that 
a seeond section be ddaded to the billas follows:

Sec, 2. That so much of section one of an act dated Oct. 1, 
1890, entitled “An act to provide for the examination of cer- 
tain offieers of the Army. and to regulate promotions there- 
in,” as 1s contained in the proviso of the said section, ts 
hereby repealed. 


They quote what is said in. thereportof the Sec- 
retary of War for the year 1891, concerning lineal 
promotion in the Army, and say: “The foregoing 
extract does not state tuo forcibly the evil resulting 
from the existing system of promotion. It must re- 
sult in discontent and a sense of injustice which can 
not but bring evil to the discipline and harmony of 
the Army. This bill now reported by the Committee 
on.Military Affairs does remedy the evil to some de- 
gree—in fact as far as it can be remedied. There is 
no power in Congress to replace the officers in their 
ranks where they were before the act of Oct. 1, 1890, 
so that the officers who were enabled by that act to 
be promoted over their fellow offivers, as shown by 
the report of the Secretary of War as above, must 
retain theirrank. But this bill will prevent any 
more such iocidents occurring, and will leave those 
efficers in possession of the rank thus attained until 
time sets the matter even. This bill will deprive no 
officer of his present vested rights, but 1t will in due 
course of time revest in their original rights those 
who bave been deprived of them by the accidents 
of the Service, and entirely without fault on their 
part. The following table will serve to illustrate 
bow the present system works 1n the matter of pro- 
motions. It does not present an exXistin¢e condition, 
but one that might have actually existed among 
some of the officers of the artillery:

“It will be seen by this table that Maj. Sinclair 
should by seniority be the third colonel on the list, 
while instead he is only a major, 17th in order ot 
rank, and with so many above bim, as there are, 
younger than himeelf that be may never reach the 
rank of colonel at all. Thus the law would not only 
deprive the officer of his grade at the proper timein 
his youtb, but also, what isof far more consequence, 
it deprives him of the rank to which he should be 
justly entitled in bis old age, and after 40 or more 
years of service. Astothe working of the bill now 
proposed, according to the table, Col. Mendenhall is 
the firstto retire. Lieut. Col. Loder is the senior 
both by seniority of service and by rank, and should 
be promoted; then Maj. Sinclair by virtue of his 
lengtb of service would be promoted to be lieuten- 
aut colonel, and Capt. Brewerton to be major, etc. 
Again referring to the table, Col. Langdon should 
retire next, when Lieut. Col. Sinclair, by virtue of 
—— of s-rvice, would at last get his colonelcy, 
but at the foot of the iist of colonels, instead of be- 
ing second. This is all he could ever get. Maj. 
Wildrich should get bis promotion in due order, and 
also Capt. Rodney. Thus in due course of time the 
act will secure to every officer his rightful plave in 
t&e Service,and without disturbing any officer in 
bis so-called vested rank, and which many of them 
bave held for many years, if the bill under consid- 
eration should become a law. The committee there- 
fore recommend the passage of the bill.” 

Seuator Sherman offered a resolution Feb. 9, 
v hich was agreed to, calling upon the Secretary of 
the Treasury for a statemext as to the advisability 
of trap-ferring the Revenue Marine Service to the 
Navy Department. 


BILLS INTRODUCED.

That each company of infantry, Army of the United 
States of America, shall consist of one captain, one lst lieu- 
tenant, one 2d lieutenant, one lst sergeant, four sergeants, 
four corporais, two musicians, one ony | clerk, and 
forty privates, making a total of fifty-two enlisted men to 
each company of infantry. In time of the number of 
2d lieutenants in each regiment of intantry shall be limited 
to eight 2d lieutenants to each regiment, and in time of war 
there shall be a 2j lieutenant of infantry to eact. company 
of infantry in the United States Army : Provided, That the 
pumber of pon-commissioned officers and privates in each 
company of United States infantry may be increased at the 
discretion of the President, not to exceed one bundred and 
fifty-two enlisted meo to each company of iafantry, when- 
ever the exigencies of tne service require such increase. 

Sec. 3. That all vacanci’s inthe infantry arm of the ser- 
viee above the grade of 21 lieutenant sball be filled by the 
promotion of iotartry officersof the United States Army 
according to seniority in the infantry arm of the service, 
and tbe vacancies ia the grade of 2d lieutenant of infantry, 
United States Army, shall be filled as now provided by law. 
And thereafter all promotions in the United States infantry 
to and inclusing the grade of colonel shall be according to 
seniority in tbe iafantrv arm ot the service.

8S. 2084, Proctor. That articles 17, 86, 91, 104 
and 110. of section 1342 of the Revised Statutes of the United 
Sense, be, and the same are hereby, amended to read as 
‘ollows: 

Any soldier who sells or through neglect 
loses Or spoils bis horse, arms, clothing, or accoutrements, 
sbali be punished asa court-martial may sdjudge, subject 
to stich limitation as may be prescribed by the President by 
virtue of the power vested in bim.

pot capital. Depositions may be taken before judge advo- 
cetes of departments and of courts-martial »nd the trial 
officers of summary courts, who are hereby authorized to 
acwinister oaths for such purpose, as well as for other pur- 
poses of military administration; but nothing herein shall 
be construed to prevent the taking of depositions before 
civil officets 

* Article 104. No sentence of a vourt-martia! sball be car- 
ried into execution util the same sball have been »pproved 
by the officer ordering the court,or by the officer com- 
mending for the time being. 

“ Article 110. No sentence adjudged bya field officer, de- 
tailed to try soldiers of his regiment, shall be carned into 
execution until the same shail have been approved by the 
brigade commander, or, in case there be no brigade com- 
mander, by the —— —— officer of the post or camp.” 

Sec. 2. Thet whenever a court-martial shall sit in closed 
session the judge advocate sbail withdraw, and when bis 
legal advice or bis assistance in referring to recorded evi- 
dence is required it sball be obtained in open court. 

Sec. 3. Tpat fraudulent enlistment is bereby declared a 
milnary offence and made punishable by court martial 
under the 62d Article of War. A soldier serving undera 
fraudulent enlistment who shall receive any pay or allow- 
ance, shall be held guilty of obtaining the same uoder false 
pretences, and upon conviction thereof by a court-martial 
shall be punished in the discretion of the court.

The death of Cadmus M. Wilcox has imposed up- 
on his niece, Mary Rachel Wilcox the duty of edit- 
ing the “History of the Mexican War,”’ to which he 
devoted the closing years of his life. It has just ap- 
—— from the press of the Church News Pub- 
isbing Company, Washington, in 2n octavo volume 
of 700 pages, opening with a bands me frontispiece 
likeness of Gen. Wilcox and closing with a roster of 
officers serving in Mexico, and a list of the original 
members of the Aztec Club, organized in the City 
of Mexico A. D. 1847, with 149 members, of whom 
26 are still living. Besides the frontispiece we bave 
eighteen portraits, fourteen maps, and nine pictures 
of battles. Unlike Gens. Grant and Sherman aod 
many others who took part in the war azainst Mex- 
ico, Gen. Wilcox holds that it was ‘ justifiable and 
unavoidable; like them, he holds that it was sk!l- 
fully managed by wise and able leaders, aided by 
brave and gallant troops, with whom to dare was 
to conquer, and to conquer to be magnanimous. 
Later triumpbs on larger fields were never sufficient 
to dim the lustre of their achievementsin Mexice i2 
the recollection of the soldiers, North and South, 
who were in their youth united against a common 
enemy. Our Regular Army was even less in number 
then than now, having but 2regiments of dragoons, 
4 of artillery, and 8 of inf. Tne total force assembled 
by Taylor at Corpus Christi at the beginning was 
but 3,860 officers and men, and it was the largest 
body of regular troops any officer of the command 
had ever seen together, and, aside from Indian ser- 
yice, the experience of the veterans dated more 
than thirty years back to the Warof18i2. Gen. 
Wilcox tells us, however, that “rarely, if ever, was 
there a better disciplined or more thoroughly in- 
structed little Army.” The story of its achieve- 
ments are told in a convinving manner, and the 
narrative carries us along with unabated interest 
totheend. It is fortunate that the author lived to 
give us this history from the pep of one who par- 
ticipated in the stirring scenes -he describes. Rip- 
ley’s histury is out of print, and we have no otber 
available bistory io detail of the Mexican War. As 
Gen. Wilcox says in his ** conclusion,” “its momen- 
tum generated a force which, flashing forth in 1861, 
removed the blot of slavery from the national es- 
cutcheon, and is not yetspent. Three Presidents— 
Taylor, Pierce and Grant—bore ia it honorable s:r- 
vice, the roll calls of the Congresses 2 
succeeding it were almost echoes of the muster rolls 
at Scott’s and Taylor’s headquarters.”

THE GUARD AS A NATIONAL FORCE 


IN @ paper on the National Guard in its relations 
to the General Government, Vol. E. C. Brusb, lst 
Regt. O. N. G., says: 

* In 1827, the Supreme Court of the United States 
by a upanimous vote decided ‘that the authority 
tu decide whether the exigency has arisen (for call- 
ing on the militia) beloogs exclusively to the Presi- 
dent, and that bis decision is conclusive upon all 
other persons.’ ‘ Nor is it necessary to set forth the 
orders of the President at large; it is sufficient to 
state that the call made by the Governor of the 
owe in obedience to the orders of the Presi- 

ent. 

‘The foregoing wx | shows that the militia is 
subject to the call of the President of the United 
States, and puts a quietus on the idea that a Na- 
tional Guardsman can not be ordered into service 
outside his own State unless he volunteers to go. 

* The following extracts from the opinions of the 
Attorney General throw more light on this sub- 
ject: ‘The President is not obliged to take person- 
ally the command of che militia, when called into 
the service of the General Government. He may 
place them under the command of officers of the 
U. S.; to whom, in his absence, he may delegate 
the powers vested in him by Congress.’ ‘ The Goy- 
ernor of a State has no power to depose an officer 
of the militia, or to interfere with the organization 
of the regiment to which be belongs after such regi- 
ment has been accepted and mustered into the ser- 
vice of the United States.’ 

**Thore can be no misunderstanding of such plain 
English. The General Government has absolute 
e ontrol of the militia when she need it. Would it 
not look better if this same Government would 
equip th ese soldiers forservice? The Geueral Gov- 
ernment not only has control when the militia is 
called into the service, but Congress has power to 
prescribe the discipline under which the respective 
States may train their troops. So far as I know, 
Congress has never assumed this power, but it is 
provided for in case that body sees fit to so act. 

“Those of us who are comparatively young in the 
Ser vice have seen wonderful changes for the tetter 
in this matter. Of late years the interest of the 
Government in the Guard has been steadily increas- 
ing and the Guard now stands nearer to the Gov- 
ernment than ever before. Many causes have help- 
ed to bring this about. Every civilized country in 
the world 1s paying more attention to their respec- 
tive military forces and munitions of war than ever 
before. Threatened wars and trouble with other 
countries have caused those in authority to look at 
our own fighting forces. If we are to hold our 
place among the nations, we must be ready to fight 
for it if jeopardized. Then, too, the Guard itself 
has by itsown exertions demanded attention. It 
has made itself worthy of attention. The apnear- 
ance of 45,000 militiamen on Broadway, New York, 
at the Washington inaugural Centennial in 1889 
opened the eyes of our Own statesmen and wasa 
revelation to the foreign officers who witnessad the 
parade. Officers educated by the Government for 
the profession of arms are now detailed as inspectors 
and instructors in National Guard camps. Regulars 
and National Guardsmen are sent together into 
camps of instruction. The Kogular Army and the 
National Guard are drawing towards each other.Old 
time jealousies are vanishing as each recognizes the 
position of the other in their relationship to the 
country. Officers and Statesmen of high rank are 
endeavoring to get a just recognition of the Guard 
by Congress. 

“The Regular Army and the National Guard must 
be the country’s reliance io case of need, asa nuc- 
leus and training school for larger bodies of troops. 
The Regular Service is receiving a good deal of at- 
tention, and let us hope that the Guard will not be 
forgotten. The Government expects loyalty and 
devotion of every Guardsman. Would it not be 
just to give him proper recognition? The first call 
for help would be answered by the Nationa! Guard. 
The country would expect it to answer promptly 
and the Government would then equip these men so 
that in arms they would be the equal of any sol- 
dier; in personnel they are the best im the world.”’

ApDJT.-GEN. SPRAGUE bas issued instructions rela- 
tive to rifle practice for the State troops. Among 
other things Gen. Sprague says: 

Fifty rounds of ammunition will be furnished each 
soldier, and primers and bullets to each company, 
when satisfactory evidence is furnished that such 
an amount will be properly and judiciously used. 
Three hundred rounds will be supplied to each regi- 
mental headquarters. 

lt will be the duty of commanding officers to see 
that the men in their command are carefully in- 
structed in aiming drill before they are allowed to 
participate in firing upon the range. Too much at- 
tention or time spent in armory practice cannot 
be given, for there lies the foundation of success in 
rifle shooting. Targets will be furnished for use of 
regimental headquarters and companies. 

Every shot fired must be recorded. Blunt’s manual 
will be authority, controliing practice and competi- 
tions not otherwise specified by general order. 

The commanding officer or iospector of rifie prac- 
tice should not allow more than 50 or 60 grains of 
powder used in reloadipg, until the men have be- 
come thoroughly familiar with the use of the rifle, 
and have overcome the fear of the “ recoil." One of 
the main reasons of providing bullets and primers 
is to educate the men by the use of light cartridges 
to that point, when without “ flinching," they can 
use the heavy ammunition now furnished by the 
Government. 

The following qualifications are hereby estab- 
lished : 31 Class Marksman—Two scores of 15 out of 
a possible 25, at 200 yards. 24 Class Marksman—I'wo 
scores of 18 out of a possible 25, at 200 yards.

Tothe sharpshooter will 
be issued a pair of silver Maltese cross°s, to be worn 
— side of the coat collar, on fatigue coat 
on . > 

Uearpsbootere will be allowed to wear on the left 
breast of their fatigue coat only, a red, white and 
biue ribbon one inch in length, for each year of re- 
qualification, not to exceed six in all. The ribbon 
will be folded so as to expose one-half inch in width 
and sewed to the coat. 

Sharpshooters who are distinguished marksmen 
may also wear their silver stars on the fatigue coat. 

To 1st class marksmen a silver pin will be issued. 
There will also be issued to each marksman a square 
button, to be worn in the same manner as prescrib- 
ed for sharpshooters on fatigue coat only. 

To a 21 class marksman a pair of silver buttons 
will be iesued, to be worn, one on either side of the 
coat collar; but unless the soldier requalifies the 
next succeeding year, the buttons will be removed 
at the close of the season. 

To 33 class marksmen a pair of bronze buttons 
will be issued and worn under the same conditions 
as those relating to 21 class marksmen. 

These different insignias will be furnished by the 
State, and become the property of the owner when 
earned by qualification. C 

When lost or become unfit for wear, they will be 
furnished by the State on payment of the cost.

The non-20mmissioned officers of a company are, 
in the infantry, one 1st sergeant, four sergeants, 
four corporals. In the cavailry—one lst sargeant, 
four sergeants, fivecorporals. Lo the artillery—one 
lst sargeant, four sergeants, eight corporals. The 
minimum siaodard of a company shall be forty, 
and the maximum standard ninety-six, commis- 
sioned officers, noa-commissioned officers and pri- 
vates. 

Each regiment for the present will be divided into 
two battalions, to be known as the 1st batta'ion and 
21 battalion of such regiment, but in all regi nental 
formations the battalions will be posted as pre- 
scribed io Drill Regulations acsording to rank of bat- 
talion commanders. The com pauies of the regi nents 
are assigned to the battalions as follows: lat Kegt.— 
Ist battalion, Oos. C, D, Kaod G; 21 battalion, Cosa.
